ylnd  ye  Jhall  kncm   the  Truths  and  the 
Truth  Jhall  make  you  free. 
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HESE  Words  will  hold  equal- 
I7  juil  in  a  general  and  enlarged 
Senfe,  as  in  that  particular  one 
upon  which  they  were  fpokefi' ; 
there  being  that  clofe  Connec- 
tion between  Truth  and  Liber- 
ty,  whether  Natural,  Religious,  or  Qvil,  that  the 
Knowledge  and  Practice  of  the  one  is  the  only 
real  Means  of  attaining  and  preftrving  the  other. 
The  Jews  indeed,  who  were  at  this  Time  at- 
tending upon  our  Saviour's  Doctrine,  feem  not  to 
be  aware  of  this,  any  more,  than  of  the  imme- 
diate Meaning  of  his  Pfomife  j  of  Freedom 
from  Sin,  and  all  rfie  Mifery  confequcnt  upon 
Sin  to  thofe  who  ihould  receive  the  Truth.

The  great  Favour  God  Iir^d  flicw'd  that  Nation, 
in  making  them  his  peculiar  People,  together  with 
fome  imaginary  Privileges  they  had  conceiv'd  to 
belong  to  them,  as  being  of  the  Seed  oi  Abraham", 
and  the  Expedation  of  a  Mefflah  to  come  about 
that  Time,  and  reftore  again  the  Kingdom  to 
IJrael,  feem  to  have  taken  fuch  Poffeffion  of  their* 
Minds,  as  to  blind  them  agalnft  every  Truth, 
wherein  the  reft  of  Mankind  ..were- to  have  an 

equal  Share  and  Benefit  with  themfelvesc     We 
find  in  particular,  that  they  immediately  began  to 

cavil  at  the  Words  of  the  Text,  anfwering,  Wi 
be  Abraham'^  Seedy  and  never  were  in  Bondage  to 
any  Man  -,  How  fay  eft  thou^  ye  Jhall  be  made  free  _^ 
And  upon,  our  Saviour's  explaining  his  Meaning  - 
a  little  farther,  "  T^hat  wbofoever  committeth  Sin^ 
is  the  Servant  of  Sin ;  That  the  Servant  could 
have  no  Claim  to  the  Inheritance  j  but  the  Sony  and 
fuch  as  by  receiving  his  DoSirine  fhould  be  adopted 
into  Coheirfhip  with  him :  And  farther,  that  if  they 
were  the  Children  o/' Abraham,  they  ought  tofhew  . 
it  by  doing  the  Works  of  their  Father  Abraham,  by 
Faith  and  Obedience.  We  find,  I  fay,  this  was  . 
fo  far  from  removing  their  Prejudice,  and  opening 
their  Eyes  to  the  Truth,  that  they  were  ratlier  the 
more  enraged^  conturfieiioufly  calling  him  a  Sa^ 
maritany  poffefled  with  the  Devil  j  and,  at  the 
Qolc,,of  tie  Conference,  took  up  Stones  to  caft 
^t  him,  m  order  to  deftroy  him.    So  great  is  the 
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Power  of  Prejudice  in  darkening  the  Undcrftand- 
ing  againft  the  plaijieft  Truths,  and  moulding  every 
Thing  proposed  according  to  the  Apprehenfions : 
we  have  pre-conceiv'd  !  And  fo  fatal  was  this  one 
Prejudice  to  that  unhappy  People,  ds  to  drive 
them  into  Meafures  deftrudtive  of  their  Happinefs 
as  Men ;  and  Df  that  national  Profperity  alfo, 
which  they  fo  much  doated  on  as  Members  of 
the  Commonweilth  of  IfraeL 

Now  what  I  prbpofe  in  the  following  Difcoufe^ 
js  to  (hew,  Jirft^  That  Truth  is  the  Parent  of  Li- 
berty :  And,  fecondly^  That  in  the  Knowledge 
and  Practice  of  the  Chriflian  Truths  in  particular, 
confifts  the  moft  perfect  Freedom:  From  whence 
fuch  Refledlions  will  be  naturally  fuggefted,  by 
way  of  Application,  as  are  fuitable  to  the  Occafion 
of  our  preicnt  Meeting.  For,  furely,  if  the  Ve« 
nerable  Society,  before  whom  I  ftand,  in  pro-, 
pagating  the  Goipel  of  Jefus  Chrift,  are  the  Ih- 
ftrumcnts  of  conveying  Truth  and  Liberty  among  . 
Savages  entirely  ignorant  of  the  firft  Principles  of 
both  ;  and  of  reforming  others,  who  by  the 
Abufe  are  in  Danger  of  bfing  every  realAdvantagq; 
of  them,  their  Undertaking  muft  appear  laudable 
and  great,  even  upon  the  mere  Principles  of 
human  Gent^rofity,  if  the  Scriptures  had  not 
bound  it  as  a  Duty  upon  them.  An  Undertaking, 
worthy  of  that  Great  Prince,  from  whom  our  Charter 
is  derived !    Worthy  of  the  Care  and  Affiftance  of 

his 
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his  mcomparable  Succcflbrs,  our  Sovereigns ;  under 
whom  the  Caufe  of  Truth  and  Liberty  hath  been' 
more  ftudied,  better  underftood,  and  more  unin- 
terruptedly enjoyed  among  us,  than  perhaps  it  ever 
was  in  any  other  Nation  upon  Earth.  Te  Jhall 
know  the  T^ruth,  and  the  Truth  Jhall  make  you 

And,  ^rj  j  That  Truth  in  general  is  the  Pa- 
rent of  Liberty,  will  appear  at  the  firft  View  to 
every  one,  who  has  the  Nature'  of  Liberty  fairly 
fkted  to  him  :  Which  confifts  not  in  the  Power 
of  doing  every  Thing  we  lift  j  of  following  the 
I)idhites  of  our  deprav*  "  ppetites  and  overbear- 
ing Paffions ;  not  in  the  *  iivilege  of  acting  what- 
eva-  any  fallacious  Suggeftions  from  within,  or 
fpecious  Promifes  from  without,  may  tempt  us  to ; 
but  in  the  Privilege  and  Power  of  doing  whatever 
tends  to  anfwer  the  End  of  our  Creation;  of 
compafling  all  thofe  Means  that  are  conducive  to 
our  real  and  lafting  Happinefs. 

Were  the  Bulk  of  Mankind  fet  free  from  all  Re* 

i. 

{Iraint,  and  every  Individual  at  Liberty  to  do 
juft'  what  he  pleafed  ;  'tis  obvious  to  fee  that  end- 
lefs  Mlfcry,  Tm  afraid  I  might  fay,  the  Deftruc- 
tbn  of  the  hurtiart  Species  would  foon  enfue. 
The  Want  of  Abilities  in  fome  to  difcover  what 
is  rcjilly  bcft  for  theiA  j  the  Want  of  Leifure  in 
6tli»^'dbfy  to  co/ifider  it  ;  ahd  the  general  Impe- 
ti^iJty  ^of  theirPkflions  in  inoft;  vvhilft  young  and 

unexperienced 
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•ttici^ricijci^d  in  the;  Heat  of  their  giddy  Age, 
\wcmld  duiyc  forward  the  Bufinefs  of  the  World 
into  fuch  a  Scene  of  Diforder  and  Confufion,  as 
would  make  every  one  wifli  to  have  fome  Reftraint 
laid  upon  human  A<5tions,  that  did  not  wiih  to  be 
miferable  :  And  fuch  Reftraint  therefore  c^n  never 
in  Reafon  be  deem'd  any  Abridgment  of  true  Li- 
berty, which  every  one  that  can  forefee  the  hurt- 
ful Confequences  of  any  Adion,  would  volunta- 
rily lay  upon  himfelf . 

If  then  to  Creatures,  ignorant  in  many  Inftances 
of  what  is  really  beft  for  themj  fallible  in  moiV, 
and  on  every  Side  befet  with  Frailty  and  Imper- 
fedion,  fome  Rule  of  Adion  be  neceflary,  the 
Happinefs  of  every  Individual,  as  near  as  poffible, 
muft  in  Reafon  be  the  only* Mark  to  which  this 
Rule  fhould  be  diredcd  :  And  if  Happinefs  be 
the  Meafure  and  Boundary  of  our  Liberty,  it  is 
Truth  alone,  which  can  difcover  wherein  this 
Happinefs  confifts.  For  as  Truth  arifes  out  of 
the  unchangeable  Relations  and  Differences  of 
Things,  wnich  conftitute  Good  and  Evilj  ancj 
as  the  Knowledge  of  the  Truth  (I  am  fpeaking 
of  natural  Truth  only)  confifts  in  the  Conformity 
of  our  Ideas  with  thofc  Differences  and  Rela- 
tions ;  the  more  we  know  of  theie,  the  niore 
clearly  (hall  we  difcern  between  Good  and  Evil  ; 
the  more  perfed:  (hall  we  be  in  the  Knpvvled^e 
of  the  Way  that  leads  to  Happinefs,  a^d  of  fcwrfe 
•  the 
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the  freer  Agents.  For,  to  illuftratc  this  Matter 
by  one  plain  Inftance  :  Suppofe-anypnc,  ready  to 
perifli  with  Hunger,  were  to  have  two  Things 
fet  before  liim^  to  his  Eye  and 

TaWe  i  but  vjritli  tKis  Aflurance,  that  one  of  them, 
if  he  happen'd  to  take  it,  would  proyc  Hqifpn  to 
Kim.  Would  any  one  infuch  Circumftances  va- 
lue  himfelf  upon  his  Liberty  of  haying  two  Things 
to  chufe  ?  Would  he  norbiethankful  to, haye  his 
Choice  reftrained  to  that  alone,  which  would, giyc 
him  Nourifhment  ?  Would  he  not  thiiikr  any  poor 
wretcBj  that  had  the  plaineft  Morfel;tp  fatisfy  his 
Hunger,  a  much  freer  Agent  than  himifelf,  tor- 
tur'd  between  the  Anxiety  of  a  terrified  Mind, 
and  PrelTure  of  a  craving  Appetite  ?  XJndoubtedly 
he  would  5  and  efteem  that  Man  to  be  his  Saviour 
and  Deliverer,  who  {hould  give  him  a  certain 
Touchflone  to  diftinguifli  his  Food  from  Poifon, 
Thus  it  is  in  the  natural  State  of  Things,  Chat 
Truth  muft  come  in  to  our  Aid  to  make  us 
free.  ^ 

r  The  fame  Reafoning,  with  Allowance  for  dif- 
ferent Circumflances,  applied  to  the  Liberties  of 
Men,  either  in  their  Religious  or  Civil  Capacity, 
will  hold  good.  The  Happinefs  of  Man,  with 
Regard  to  his  Religious  State,  conlifts  in  being 
alTured  of  the  Favour  of  that  Supreme  Being,  who 
made  and  governs  all  Things :  And  therefore  the 
Knowledge  of  thofe  Divine  Truths,  which  car 
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of  he  is  i  Member,  together  with: ^A^  fe,cure>En* 
joytneht  pT  h}s  tife  and  Pfopertjr , )  e^^ 
his  Fellbw  Citizens.    Ifhe  i -^ws  tlierefore  madf 
for  procuring  thefe  good  Ends  are  ;thcT^f^tljs- 
^hich  evei^y  Member  oi^  a  Community  oughtr  te^ 
know  and  govern  his  Actions  by,  fo  far  as  ^eyery, 
private  MaiVsAdUgnsare^^u^        tji^ir  Pi^^€<5tio*i\f 
Aiid  ill  Proportion  as  theie  Laws  .are  wi^yy  cakji-- 
lated  for   the  true  Interefi  of  theX^nmuinity; 
impartially  executed  by  thofe  in  Authority ;  and 
chearfully  obeyed  by  every  Subged;,  the  Libertie* 
of  any  People  vvill  be  more  or  Ids  perfed  aijid  fe-. 
cure.'   So  that  in  whatever  View  we  confider  Man  i 
the  more  perfect  Knowledge  he  has  of  j^e  Tru;h^ 
and  the  more  Aeadily  he  adheres  to  it^  the  freer 
he  will  be.  .    ^  ,;^.  ,•;  .^.._  - ,,  a-ovx-'t  tv  a-jf-'-^t^ 
.  And  from  hence,  ^  I  take  it,  from  ^ipfifiideri^g 
the  Connedlion  betwec;n  Truth  aiid  Liberty,  yrp 
may  form  to  ourfelvcs  the  beft  Notion  we /y^ 
capable  of  forming  of  the  Liberty  of  the  §upr©|r\e 
Author  of  all}  who,   whilft  he  direfts  hi?i|^. 
uniformly  in  all  his  Doings  to  4ipthing  bu^^^ 
is  perfedtly  juft  apd  good^  is  for  tha.t  very  Rc^ioa 
the  moft  perfedtly  free.    The  infinite  Vl[ii§iGmq( 
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God  muft  preient  aU  Truth  before  him  in  ond 
View ;  whence  it  is  inipoffible  for  u^  to  conccire, 
that  he  fhciild  ever  err  in  the  Choice  ot  what  is 
right,    Doleia  we  could  fuppofe  him  to  purfue 
Meafure8,  deftru^tive  of  his  own  Perledi(»is  and 
Happinefsi     The  Imperfedion  of  hnman  Liberty 
arifes  from  the  narrow  Extent  of  Man's  Know- 
ledge, and  his  compound   Nature,  which  often 
occifion  his  incurring  die  Prophet's  WaCy  of  cat- 
UngGoodEvily  and  Evil-Good -,  of  putting  Bitter 
for  Siffesty  and  Sweet  for  Bitter.    The  perfe<a^ 
Wtfilom  of  God,  on  the  contrary,  fhews  him  all 
Things  invariabiy  juft  as  they  are  5  and  as  his 
Nature  is  pure  and  unmix'd,  he  cannot  poflibly 
be  fuppos'd  to  have  any  Byafs  upon  his  Will,  box 
from  tie  Truth.   Righteous  is  God  in  ait  his  WaySy 
and  Holy  in  all  bis  Works,     Whence  I  would  ob- 
^ve,  that  a»  the  Tniihs  revcal'd  from  Heaven, 
if  any  fuch  there*  be,  muft  be  the  moft  perfe<ft 
Rule  of  hmnan  Adions  j  fo  is  it  a  ftrong  Pre* 
fumption  in  Favour  of  any  Truths,  that  they  do 
come  fiom  Godj,  when   the  vifible    Tetfdency 
of  them*  alii ^  to  complete  the  Happinefs  of  his 
Creatures,  and  make  them  free  indeed..    And  that 
this  is  the  Perfeaion  of  the  Revelation  of  Jefu? 
Ghrift,  I   fliall  endeavour  briefly  to  fhew  in  the 
/««/ Place.    That  in  the  Knowledge  and' Prac- 
tii^'bf  the  OirilHai^  tfuA^c^ng^       ?ioft,per:, 
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Now  if  Happinefs  be  the  Meaforc  of  human 
Liberty,  as  hath  been  above  obferv'4  5  the  Qwef- 
tion  will  be.  Whether  the  Goipel  Truths  difcover 
wh«rein  the  Pcrfc^ion  of  human  Happinefs  cbtt^ 
fifts,  and  the  Way  to  attain  it.    And  this  they 
do,  ^rfly  by  removing  our  Doubts,  and  reftifying 
any  Miftakes  we  might  otherwife  entertain  about 
htiryAndy  fecondfyy  by  giving  a  clear  intelligible 
Rule  of  Adion  for  the  juft  Conduct  of  our  Livei 
and  Converiktion.    ^'^^  ^     '  **  "*^«    ^^^'^  ^^^^  "^^-^ 
:    There  is  not  any  one  Point,  wherein  the  an-^ 
cient  Maftcrs  of  Reafon  have  diffcr'd  more,  than 
in  fettling    wherein   human   Happineft   confifts. 
Some  place  it   in  the  Enjoyments  of  the  Mind  i 
others  in  thofe  of  the  Body  alone  ;  and  fomc  iri 
both  ;  and  that  with  great  Variety,  according  a6 
they  were  influenced  by  Difference  of  Genius  or 
Temper,  or  the  School  of  Philofophy  wherein 
they  had  been  bred.     Infomuch  that  wfc  are  told 
by  *  St,  Aujiin^  from  an  accurate  Rdrrtan  Authoi'^ 
that  if  the  ancient  Philofophers  were  to  bfe  divided 
into  Scds,  according  to  all  the  Differences  t6  be 
found  amongft  them  upon  this  fingle  H6ad,*  tlie 
vtiii  niia     i'-'juiii  -3;  2 '.'At  *%5h.<t.  hfiK  .  "Numbbr

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Nuaiberv  would  amount  to  very  near  three  Hun-  , 
drcdi    And  no  Wonder,  that  th^  "who  were  en-*- 
tirely  ignoraat  of  the  real  Source  of  human  Mi-i 
feiyy  (hould  be  at  a  Lofs  ki  difcovermg  the  true 
Method  to  redrefs  it.    They  all  few  clearly  that' 
Man,  in.  his  prcfent  State  o£  Imperfection,  frail,  and 
abounding  even  from  within  himfelf  with  num- 
berlefs  Cauies  of  Evil  and  Sorrow,  .could  never.  I 
have  originally  come  thus  framed  out  of  the  Hands 
of  a  perfed  Creator.     One  of  them  calls  him  the  ' 
Child  of  a  Step-mother,  rather  than  of  a  kind 
indulgent  Parent :  Others .  imagined  the  Bocfyi  to 
be  a  Prifon,  into  which  the  Soul  was  committed 
by  way  of  Punifhment  for  Tran%re£Gons  commit- 
ted in fome  former  State ;  whence  the  Opinions- 
of  Prae-exiftence,  and  Tranfmigration  of  Souls,  the  : 
Parents  of  >  infinite  Superftition  and  Folly  in  the 
Pagaa.Worfliipi  took  Rifcj  and  prevailed  gene- 
rally  among  the  Followers   of  Pythigoras  and 
Plato,    And  yet  it  is  oblervable,  that  whenever  a  . 
Ray  of  Light  flicne  in  upon  the  Mind  through 
all  this  Ignorance  and  Darknefs,  fo  as  to  let  the 
Truth  ia  upon  it,  we  find  the  Soul  naturally  foare 
ing  towards  Heaven,   and'. placing  all  her  folid 
Hopes  of  Happinefs  there.     The  wifeft  and  moft 
admired  among  the  Ancients  agree,  that  Happinefs  • 
is  ©nly  to  be  acquired  by  living  according  to  the 
Ruks  of  Virtue  -,  which  Plato  and  his  Followers 
derive  ftom  Godj  and  therefore,  found  then*  Hapy 
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pine&in  the  Love  and  Imitation  of  God:  Bat  3^t" 
they  do  this  with  fuch  feenking  IDiffidenee  and<  > 
Mifgivings,  as  to  drover  piainty  that  tJaeiOiMindS) ' 
were  far  from  being  dear  £;om  Douht^  upon  this 
Head  ;  that  the  very  heft  of  them  i  could  iieteifv 
make  it  the  uniform  Principle  of  their  own*  >Aof ! 
tioDS,  and  much  leis  bind  it  ttpon  the  WiH^and^ 
Confcicnces  of  other  Men,    iiv  i    u   ;:^uhU  ^bh'jj 
And  how  then  do  the  Scripture  Truths  come  Wf 
Aid  to  clear  away  our  Doubts  in  this  Rcipedt? 
Why  ?  There  we  have  a  plain,  intelligible  Accobnt 
of  the  Original,   the  Fall^  and   Redcmptbn   of 
Mankind.     Thence  we  learn,  that  God  made  Man  • 
upright,  but  be  found  out  many  Inventions,     That  ; 
the  firft  Man  was  deluded  by  the  Father  of  Lies,: 
to  make- a  forbidden  Trial  of  that  Faculty,  where* 
in  the  Perfedlion  of  his  Nature  confifted,  and  by  • 
the  Abufe  of  his  Liberty,,  to  entail  Corruption,, ; 
and  Sin  and  Sorrow  and  Death  upo»all  his  Pofte^*. : 
rrty.     For  by  Man,  fays  St.  Pau\  Sin  entered  int9  , 
the  World,  and  Death  by  Sin  ;  and  Jo  Death* paf*  ;j 
fed  upon  all  Men,Jor  that  all  have Jinned,  .  Whejt<3:e!  i ,, 
alone  it  would  be  almoft  natural  to  conclude, /that  i 
as  Falfehood  was  the  original  Caufc  of  Manx's  lo»,)) 
fmg  that  pure  and  natural  Liberty  wheicwkh'  fecll 
was  created  j  fo  Truth  (houJd  be  the  only  Moaaa  o, 
of  reftoring  it*     And  this  Truths  was  what,  the  . 
Son  of  God  came  to  declflre^t©  the  World  }4o >1 
rcd^jn  Men  frQm.theJiiav«fy>of  Sin,;  And  .Boncfe  '< 
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of  Corruption,  into  t^he  ghrhus  Uherty  of  be^ 
cmmg  the  Chiliiren  of  God,  and  by  bringing  Life 
and  Immortality  to  Light  thr^i^h  the  Gojj^el,  Uo 
dear  away  thofe  Doubts,  vMch.  had  puzzkd  the 
wifeft  of  the  G^»r/7<?  Philofophers  j  «nd  sUcertairt 
by  an  exprefs  Promife  oS  God,  and  thati  in  Right 
of  a  Furchafe  made  hy  his  only  Son,  a  State  of  in-' 
finite  Happinefs  to  all,  wha  fliould  think  it  worth 
the  Pains  of  attaining  j  That  as  in  Adam  all  die, 
fo  iu  Chriji  allfhould  be  made  alive.  To  this  Poin^ 
all  the  dodrjnal  Truths  of  the  Gofpel  tend  j  to 
give  Men  a  juft  Idea  of  their  own  State,  and  fub^ 
lime  Notions  of  the  infinite  Juftice  and  Mercy  of 
Ood  in  his  Difpenfations  towards  them  ;  to  wean 
their  Afledtions  from  Things  on  Earth,  whene 
they  are  every  Moment  made  feniible,  that  /i6^ 
have  no  abiding  City,  and  to  raife  them  up.  to 
lieaven,  where  having  God  for  their  Hope  and 
Traft,  they  may  prcfervc  a  Freedom  and  Scuenicy 
of  Spirit  ami4ft  all  the  Care  and  Trouble  and 
»S(5rr6w,  which,  in  pafling  through  this  Vale  of 
Mifery,'  they  muft  occafionally  cxped  tp  meet 
withi  But  neither  is  this  allj  ^h;*nui  t  «;*  jtuii 
^^^The  (hewing  and  declaring  unto  Men,  where-

And  that  not  only  in  ge- 
neral, and  applicable  to  our  Vk^  as  we  are  Men, 
-and  partaking  of  one    common   Nature    with 
-others;  but  diverfiiied  according  to  the  various 
Relations  of  Society,  which  the  Neceffities  and 
-Comforts  of  Life  oblige  Mankind  to   diftribu^-e 
themfelves  into  for  each  others  Support :  Jnfomuch 
that  if  every  one  could  be  prevailed  on  to  ad 
his  Part  in  Life  according  to  the  Truths  taught 
him  in  the  infpir'd  Writings,  there  would  be  little 
Want  of  other  Laws  to  reflrain  the  Generality  of 
human  Adions,  and  hardly  any  Addition  capable 
of  being  made  ;to  the  Happincfs  of  human  Socie- 
ty and  Friendship,  but  according  to  diat  of  St* 
yames ;  If  .every  Man  looking  into  theferfedi  Law 
of  Liberty^  and  being  not  a  forgetful  Hearer^  but 
Doer  of  the  Work,  would  abide  tbereiuy  he  ivould 
be  blefjed  in  bis  Deed.     But  further;  The  Chrif- 
tian  Truths  do  not  only  point  out  the  reafonable 
Reftraint,  neceffary  to  be  laid  upon  our  outward 
Adions ;  but  they  go  to  the  very  Bottom,  and 
fecure  the  Root  and  Foundation  of  human  Hap- 
pinefs  and  Liberty,  by  regulating  the  Thoughts 
of  our  Hearts,  and  giving  Peace  and  Tranquillity 
-of  Mind  to  thofe,  who  will  be  govern 'd  by  them. 
AH  Liberty  and  Happincfs,  when  duly  confi- 
s^er*d,   is  principaiiy  feated  in  the  Mind,    For 
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diough  it  be  impofilble,  under  th^  Condition  of 
the  prefent  Union  of  Soul  and  Body,  but  thcjr 
mtiil  in  fome  M^ure  be  mutually  afiedted  with 
«ach  other*^  Sufferings.;  ytx  coniidering  the  Sere*- 
•nity  of  Mini  which  a* due  t5ovcrnment  of  the 
Paffions  will  in  all  Circumilances  be  attended 
withal  I  and  the  Freedom  of  Spirit,  which  an  in* 
nocent  Heart  will  always  procure,  even  in  Dan* 
ger,  Coni^ement,  or  any  other  SuB!erings  of  the 
Body ;  it  is  this  which  true  Wi(dom  will  always 
afpire  after:  And  if  this  be  the  true  Wifilom,  * 
which  alone  can  make  us  free;  Where  can  wp 
hope  to  find  it  fo  fully  and  eiftedhially  tranfcribe4 
4is  in  the  Chriflian  Inflitutes  ?  The  Chriftiaii  is' 
cpnfefledly  the  Religion  of  die  Heart :  The.firil 
and  principal  Aim  of  it  is  to  cleanie  the  cbmipt^ 
Affeftions;  and  the  ^choicell  Blefilngs  are  here 
p(romifed  to  the  pure  in  H^art,  die  humble,  the; 
meek,  the  merciful,  and  fuch  as'  hunger  and  thirft 
after  Righteoufnefs.    And  not  only  fb,  but  here 
we  may  find  every  ufeful  Paflion  diredted  to  its 
proper  Object,  and  every  mifchievous  orte  corre^- 
cd.    Our  Love  and  ^Joy,  our  Hope  and  Fear,  arc 
directed  up  to  that  *Grcat  God;  who,  if  we  ever-

,   And  as  it  is  our  Duty  to  propagate  nothing  but 
the  Truth,  as  we  ourfelves  underftand  it  to  be 
reveal'd  ;    {o   ought  it  to   be   our    Care,  lajifyy 
That  we  do  it  in  a  Manner  coniiftent  with   the 
natural  Ri^ts  and  Liberties  of  Mankind ;  neither 
ftiaking  Religion  a  Pt-etencc  to  mvade  their  Pro- 
perties, nor  the  Care  of  their  Souk  an  Argument 
for  Ctuelty  to  their  Perfons.     For  as  on  the  one 
Hand  the  Chriftian  Revelation  interferes  not  at  all 
with  the  Civil  Rights  ahd  Liberties  of  Nations  ; 
but  leaves  them  jufV  where  it  finds  them,  recQm- 
mending,  under  the  Sandions  of  Almighty  Authd^  ^ 
rity  and  Wiiclom,  fiich  Maxims  of  Humanity  and 
Prudence,  as  are  the  only  Balis  of  lafting  Prolpe- 
'  rity  to  every'  Pebple 5  fcj  on  the  other  Hand  would 
it  be  an  tnfuperable  Objedion  againft  the  Divinity 
of  the  ^Vord  of  Truth,  were  there  any  Thing  in 
it  dcfthidlrve  of  the  well  Being  and  Safety  of  the 
human  Species.      But  Thanks  be  to  God,  the

Ob- 
ilrudions  of  the  otl^er  Sort,  arifing  from,  the  PiC 
tance  of  Piac4,  from  the'  Hazard  of  .Wnds  and 
Seas,  are  no  more  than  what  are  eafily  got  over 
in  carrying  on  the  common  Bufinefs  of  Life  ;  and 
what,  it  is  to  be  hppecj,  will  be  gcaduaUy  k^'d« 
In  Proportion  as  our  Colonies  ilo^riifh^  ao4  the 
good  Work  of  the  Society  goes  on  to  be  cnlarg'd,. 
Wonderful  has  been  the  good  Providence  of  God 
hitherto  in  railing  up  Benefa^ors  to  enable  them 
to  bear  an  Expence  frequently  r.iore  than  five 
Times  jequal  to  their  certain  annual  Income :  Ai|d 
who  can  doubt  of  tlie  Continuance  of  the  ipsits 
good  Providence  to  us,  if  we  continue  to  d^fenrt 
it  ?  A  Readinefs  to  reform  every  Abufe  that  may 
occalionally  creep  in ;  and  Perfeverance  in  purfuing 
Meafures  that  are  approv'd  both  by  God  and  Man  ; 
wHl  naturally  produce  the  Favour  of  God  and  Man 
in  carryiiig  the  good  Work  on  to  its  Perfe(5lion.  ' 
Let  this  Mind  iber^ore  be  in  us  ally  which  was 
di/oin  Cbrijljefus :  Whofe  Condefcenfion  and  Su^ 
ferings,  to  complete  the  Work  of  our  Redemption* 
ougfit  certainly  to  teach  and  encourage  us  to  be  nei- 
ther fparing  of  our  Wealth  or  Pains  in  holding  forth

afirighted  Creatures  from  their  Habitations  into 
the  Woods;  whither  Mr.  Btfr^ii^y  went  after  them, 
and  endeavoured  to  periuade  as  many  as  he  could 
find  of  the  Falfehood  of  the  Report,  and  the 
Groundlefsnefs  of  their  Fears ;  but  the  five  or  fix 
Indians,  who  Iiad  been  bribed  to  fpread  the  Re- 
port, flood  to  it,  and  faid,  that  Mr.  Barclay^ 
notwithfbnding  his  feeming  Afie^tion  to  them, 
was  the  Contriver  of  the  Plot,  and  in  League 
with  the  Devil,  who  was  the  Author  of  the 
Books  which  he  had  given  them  :  Very  few  or 
none  of  the  Lower  Indian  Town  believed  them, 
but  thofe  of  the  Upper  one  were  all  iu  a  Flame, 
and  threatened  to  murder  all  the  Englijh  they 
ihould  meet  with,  and  fent  Exprefles  to  all  the 
£\x  Indian  Tribes  for  Afiiflance.  Whereupon  Mr. 
Barclay  difpatehed  a  MefTengcr  to  the  Commif^ 
fioners  for  Indians  Afi^irs  at  Albany,  who  coming 
down  to  his  Aid,  with  fome  Difiiculty  laid  the 
Storm,  and  left  the  Mohocks  in  all  Appearance 
well  fatisfied ;  and,  at  the  Time  of  Mr.  Barclay's 
writing  this  Account,  viz,  March  12,  1744.  all 
was  quiet  again  ;  and  he  hoped,  as  this  had  been  ' 
the  firfl,  it  would  prove  the  laft  remarkable  Dif- 
couragement  which  he  ihould  find  among  them. 
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In  the  preceding  half  Year  Mr.  Barclay  had  bap- 
tized 27  Infants,  and  2  Adults  after  a  full  In(b*uc- 
tion,  and  received  three  new  Conmiunicants,  thp 
Number  of  whom  at  that  Time  amounted  tb  6%

tants  ii^  the  Place.  Whereupcn  the  Society  have 
returned  their  Thanks  to  Governor  y6^»j/?(?/7,  for 
his  Favour  to  Mr.  Hall^  and  defired  to  know  of 
him  what  certain  Encouragement  may  be  depend- 
ed on,  provided  the  Society  fliould  fend  more 
'  Miffionar'es  to  Norfb  Carolina.  Likewife  the 
Reverend  Mr.  M?/r,  the  other  Itinerant  Miffionary 
in  this  .'^rovince,  is  very  diligent  within  his  Sta- 
tion in  preaching  and  officiating,  and  had  baptized 
2J7  White  and  13  Negroe  Children,  and  one 
White,  a  id  three  Negroe  Adults,  after  proper  In- 
flfU(5tion,  from  Lady-day  1743,  ^°  Lady-day 
1744.  but  he  complains  that  ne  has  impaired  his
